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1. A train with an undetermined number of flatcars carrying field artillery 
pieces with rubdvcer-tired wheels, and escorted by avout 20 soldiers, 
passed through Kosteneta (B 12/8 72) on 1. July 1750. The train cane 
from the direction of Plovdiv ( 3 12/A 50) and went toward Sofia (B 1/ 

L 36). The inscription "821 seminaria" was chalked on each railroad car. 
Another shipment of artillery pieces passed through Kostenetz going in 
the sane direction on 2 duly 1950, 


2, According to a local resident, two trains totaling 5 railroad cars and 
carrying guns or AT suns passed through Kostenetz headed toward Sofia 
during the night of 2 July 1950. Railroadmen of the Kostenetz railroad 
station said that the shipments came from Burgas (3 15/C 73) harbor where 
Soviet war materiel was allecedly unloaded recently. 


3. About 30 tank cars coupled to ordinary freight trains were observed 
between 3 and & July 1°50. The cars had the Sulvarian inscription 
G-soline or Oil and headed toward Sofia. According to local residents 
similar cars passed on other days, always coupled to ordinayy freight trains. 
Tt was not knowm whether the tank cars were filled. 


h. Groups of 30 to 0 Bulgarian soldiers, fully equipved, travelled toward 
Sofia on the regular passenger train curing the first half of July 1950. 
This had not been previously observed with the normal passenger traific. 
Sone of the soldiers travelling toward Sofia on 6 July 1950 said that they 
can: from the Bulerian-Turkish border and belonged to the border guards 
(sranichari). 


So. A train carrying heavy artillery picces passed the Kostenets railroad sta~ 
tion going toward Sofia at 6 a.m, on 15 July 1950. 


6. A train with an undetermined number of flatears, carrying 15 tanks bearing 
three-digit nunbers, went toward Sofia at 9:30 p.m. on 15 July 1950. The 
tanks were provably T-3ls. Zach tank was escorted by four or Live soldiers. 
Two nore tank shipments allesedly passed the Kostenetz railroad station 
toward Sofia during the night of 15 July 1950, according to railroadnen, 
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
